Week • at Company Rendeyoui—Los 
Angeles City Gives Troops an Ova­ 
tion as They March Through Streets 
—Month of Intensive Drill Coming. 


C. W. Potter, C. A. Leighton, W. P. 
Watts, E. G. Hotchkisa, Dailey Stafford, 
George W. Griffiths and J. L. Matthews, 
were the men who drove automobiles' 
from Monrovia to Los Angeles and from 
that city to Sa^ Pedro on Tuesday, 
transporting the members of 
Covina 
platoon, 24th coast artillery to the tem­ 
porary cantonment at that point. 


The Monrovia company, of which the 
Covina platoon is a part, had been sta­ 
tioned at the company rondevouz at 
Monrovia for a week, after having been 
called into federal service last week. 
The order was.given for the company to 
join seven other companies of the 2nd 
provisional regiment of coast artillery, 
and to proceed to San Pedro.

We respectfully call the grower's attention to the caro required in shocking 
beans in order to keep the dirt ou) of same. There is no occasion for beans 
requiring' hand picking if sufficient care is used in shocking. From facts that 
wo have learned from experienced growers, a great deal of expense will be 
saved by shaking the dirt out of the vines, and piling in a place where there 
are no clods. In this way they do not go into the threshing machine und become 
broken up. 


In tho field it takes but an instant to remove a clod tho size of your doubled 
fist, but after going through a threshing machine it will become broken into 
innumerable small pieces, and there is no threshing machine made yet that 
will remove adobe the size of a bean. 


' Any growers who are unfamiliar in this branch of raising beans will find 
it very much to their advantage to confer with some of the farmers who have 
beeome proficient in the growing and harvesting of beans.

NECESSITY FOR FUMIGATION REMAINS 
SAME AS IN PREVIOUS SEASONS 


TIME POE FUMIGATION IS MONTH EARLIER THAN USUAL, BUT 
SCALE IS PRESENT EVERYWHERE IN QUANTITIES THAT CALL 
POR 
PULL-SIZED AND THOROUGH 
ELIMINATION—EMPHASIS 
MUST BE PLACED ON THIS YEAR'S FUMIGATION IN ORDER TO 
AVOID SERIOUS LOSS IN FOLLOWING 
YEAR—SPRAYING NOT 
CHEAPER BUT MORE COSTLY THAN FUMIGATION—MANY PRAC­ 
TICAL RANCHERS READY TO TESTIFY, 


After the completion of a careful. 
Bummer survey of the citrus groves of 
Southern California, horticultural 
in­ 
spectors arc making reports which are 
1 


briefly as follows: 


"The hot weather of this season has 
killed a great deal of black scale. There 
are evidences that considerably more 
scale has been killed by beat this sum­ 
mer than in previous years, owing to 
the intensity of the heat. But the scale 
has by no means all been killed. There 
is plenty of scale in every locality, 
which if neglected will seriously effect 
the crop of 1918, and more seriously 
the crop of 1010. A thorough fumiga­ 
tion must be made in all orchards, to 
prevent this loss." 


Ranchers have come generally to rec­ 
ognize that every year id a fumigation 
year in the Southern California citruH 
groves, no matter what has happened 
to lessen the scale. Hot weather does 
not assist the situation favorably for 
the rancher to any great extent, for 
the foundation of scale control lies in 
the killing of practically all the scale, 
not seventy-five percent of it nor eighty 
nor ninety percent. An efficient control 
must be one that shows ninety-nine per 
cent of elimination, or better. 
One 
half of one percent of scale left in the 
orchards will not harm the orchards, 
but any larger amount will leave a resi 
due sufficient to cause the loss of a part 
of the crop, and it is quite likely to be 
a large part of the crop. Scale in the 
orchard is one of the greatest causes 
for crop shortage that the citrus ranch 
er is confronted with. 


The situation now confronting the 
rancher is practically this—that the 
fumigation 
this year will have less 
scale to deal with than in former years 
BUT NINETY-NINE PERCENT OP 
THE SCALE NOW ON THE TREES 
MUST BE ELIMINATED, OR HERI 
OUS CROP LOSS WILL RESU LT| 


According to fumigation experts and 
horticultural men, it is now time to 


of 
begin fumigation in most 
parts 
Southern California. Some groves 
this county have arrived at this con 
dition all of a month curlier than 
usually the case, owing to the unusual 
weather conditions that have prevailed 
The information is being sent out that 
ranchers should investigate condition 
at once, and determine for themselves 
if this is true, and begin fumigation 
at a time when the heighth of effective 
ncsB can be obtained, and at a time 
when fumigation companies can handle 
the business without too much hurry 
and congestion of business. 


AVOID SERIOUS MISTAKE 
A light crop of winter oranges is set 
on the trees. 
In some localities it will 
be the lightest return for many years. 
This fact may cause some ranchers not 
well acquainted with the history of 
the citrus industry to believe they can 
skip one fumigation and therefore save 
money. There is no greater fallacy in 
the citrus business than this. The crop 
that is coming after next year will cer­ 
tainly suffer most seriously if the trees 
are not cleaned of scale this year. 


The rancher would not think of stop­ 
ping all irrigation becauso his trees had 
not set a crop, 
lie also includes us 
much 
expense 
for 
fertilizer 
and 
pruning and cultivation. The old idea 
must forever be destroyed that to skip 
a fumigation, no matter what the crop 
condition, can bo done with impunity. 
It can't bo done. Tho money it costs 
for fumigation will be returned five 
times at least in the crop that is set­ 
ting. 
For the general welfare of tho 
community, these facts should be set 
forth strongly. Any rancher of long 
years of experience will back up this 
statement, 


A rancher who is short far funds will 
do better to borrow money at a very 
high rate of interest than to allow his 
grove to go without fumigation. Mon 
ey cannot be too costly to finance this 
important work. If there is any doubt 
but that this statemont is true, the 
person doubting can bo referred to fifty 


who will relate personal 
experiences 
that will be clinchers to the argument. 
SPRAYS NOT ADEQUATE 
It has been determined beyond dis­ 
pute that the fumigated tree is healthier 
than the tree that has been sprayed, 
and that the soil of the orchard is in 
better shape than is the case when 
strong spray materials are used. Spray 
material of any kind seems to deliver 
shock to the tree, from which it slow 
ly recovers, according to the strength 
f the dosage. Fumigation is an immc 
iate tonic to the tree, and bpsides bo­ 
ng the only method of practically elim 
nating the scale, it leaves the tree in 
a better condition from other cultural 
standpoints. 
It is a mistake to keep 
on believing that spraying is a cheaper 
method of scale control than that of 
fumigation. 
Spraying is costlier, not 
only through the fact that it does not 
adequately control scale, but that it 
does not benefit the plant, if indeed it 
does not injure it. 


This is a crucial time in the history 
of the citrus industry, inasmuch as 
false impression may mean many thous' 
ands of dollars of loss in every com­ 
munity. 
In 1018 and 1919, when the 
::rops set light, it will be too late to 
orrect tho condition. 
Recently, this 
newspaper compiled a list of statements 
from a number of prominent ranchers 
n this locality, succesful men, who had 
made this mistake of skipping a fumi­ 
gation, and who were able to tell nearly 
definitely to a cent how much that mis­ 
take had cost them. These men can be 
interviewed again by anyone who is 
interested. 


The season is a month early for fumi­ 
gation. 
The necessity for fumigation 
is as great as it haB ever been. A false 
idea that the hot weather has killed 
the scule will be a costly ono for next 
year. Tho advice of successful ranchers 
and the observation of horticultural men 
should be heeded, in order that the 
community, as well as the individual 
rancher, may not financially suffer.

who was also an intimate friend, and 
also by Rev. F. J. Seaman, pastor of 
the 
Methodist church at Lordsburg, 
where the children of Mr. Reynolds had 
been 
attending 
Sunday-school. 
Rev 
White's tribute was a dignified one, in 
which he brought out the facts of sterl 
ing character, of brotherly love of this 
man, and of his fidelity to church, to 
home and to the community in which he 
dwelt. Rev. McConnell's summary of 
the life of Mr. Reynolds was a sincere 
tribute to him, speaking of his value to 
the church in official capacities, of his 
generosity, his kindly spirit, and of his 
high ideals 6f truth, justice and honor. 
Rev. Seaman read appropriate passages 
from the scriptures. 


Appropriate vocal selections 
were 
sung by Edward Sprotte, accompanied 
by Mrs. Harry Damerel. The funeral 
services were under the direction of W 
Custer, and the pall-bearers were S. 
Douglas, J. L. Matthews, H. N. Wells, 
C. F. Fingerle, M. Leonhardt and Harry 
Damerel.

OF INTEREST TO CITRUS FRUIT GROWERS 


IS FUMIGATION A PROFITABLE INVESTMENT? 


Several years ago in a meeting of citrus fruit growers at 
Redlands, Mr. James Mills, then the general manager of the 
Arlington Heights Fruit Company of Riverside, California, in 
a talk on methods of scale control, among other things said: 


" I bought ten big spraying outfits and went to work, and 
for years contended that I was right, and contended that I 
was saving money, because I was treating my trees for one-half 
or one-third of what it cost to fumigate in those days, if not less 
than that, and I felt that all the rest was saved. I felt that it 
was an economic question and that if I could do it for less, that 
I was saving money. 


"After my spraying operations had been done, I found that 
I could not get over 80 percent of the scale; and the other 20 
percent left me almost as bad as that sinner in the Scriptures: 
A great deal worse afterwards than before. So I went to my 
manager and said: ' I want five thousand dollars.' ' For what ?' 
'To buy an outfit for fumigating the trees.' 
I got the 


money, I got the tents, and I got to work. At the end of two 
years I had-expended forty thousand dollars in cleaning up, 
and I cleaned and I used the stuff and I got the Scale, and I 
rejoiced, and may I say it, exceeding glad. I was able to say, 
and say truthfully to my general committee, to my directors, 
it has cost forty thousand dollars, but it has not cost you a cent. 
Apparently you have expended the money but I know that I 
have produced two dollars in fruit EXTRA for every dollar 
of money that I have expended in these operations; I know 
that; you have proof of that in your dividend. There was no 
question about it; there could be no question; it was a demon­ 
stration that could not escape anybody; we were satisfied with 
our expenditure, because we had the fruit that w 
e grew before, 
and so much more that we had our money and another dollar 
along side of it; THAT WAS A GOOD INVESTMENT. 
Any 
busines man will put a dollar in it if he gets it back accompan­ 
ied by another dollar; only some fruit men are not business 
men. 


" I have stated to you that I spent forty thousand dollars, 
and was able to say that it did not cost them a cent. Do you 
see the point? 
That if I had not spent the forty thousand 
dollars I would not have gained half the crop, and that is tin- 
fact. I gained so much more fruit, directly as the result of the 
clean-up of the trees that I produced that much more money— 
the forty thousand dollars and another forty thousand dollars 
on top of it, and stUl more. NOW, Dlb IT PAY? 
YES. 


"Between fumigation and spraying there can be no ques­ 
tion. I have a block of 400 acres that I have not fumigated in 
four years. It was dirty; T sprayed, and I sprayed, and then 
I sprayed year after year, and while I denied then that it hurt 
the trees I know now that it did; I know that the tree was 
weakened; I can show you trees that have not recovered from 
it; trees that T have had to apply more fertilizer on, that 1 
have had to agonize over and to little purpose; trees that had 
to be cut away to get the new growth, the new live wood with 
the sap coursing through its ramifications, and now setting and 
holding the crop of fruit." 


Superintendent Little now says: 
" I t is our experience that the Hydrocyanic acid gas is most 
satisfactory to use to eradicate or hold in check the variotiN 
scale that affect the citrus trees. 


"We have tried various sprays and combinations of sprays 
but the results were unsatisfactory and until something else is 
shown to be better than Hydrocyauic. acid gas we will continue 
to use the same. 


"The citrus fruit grower cannot afford to let his trees 
become infested with scale if he is dependent upon the returns 
from his fruit for a living." 


G. Harold Powell in Bulletin No. 12:5 of the If. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, among other things says, 


"The necessity for washing the orange should bo avoided 
by a proper fumigation of the groves with cyanide" (this of 
course means fumigation with hydrocyanic acid generated from 
cyanide.) "Fumigation, on the other hand, is one of the opera­ 
tions that promotes good orchard management; it maintains 
strong, healthy trees and fruit; and it reduced the cost of 
preparing the oranges for the market in a manner that increases 
the keeping quality of the fruit." 


The results of surveys and exhaustive inspections of citrus 
groves covering several thousand acres made this year in the 
counties of San IJcrnardino, Riverside, Orange and Los Angeles, 
show that FUMIGATION EFFICIENCY stands at 99.5 percent. 
The average efficiency for spraying operations shows less than 
45 percent, with serious damages to trees and fruit. 


CYANEGG will, this year, be available for the full needs 
of the citrus fruit growers. There is no need for growers to 
resort to the more expensive and less el'licicrit spraying. Every­ 
one owning a grove should fumigate.

Shown at Star Theatre 


One of the most remarkable of the 
many inventions that have come out of 
the gieat war, and one that is almost 
uncanny in operation, is the great ar­ 
mored 
automobile of the 
caterpillnr 
type, u picture of which was shown by 
H e a r s t l ' a t h e news service ut the Htar 
theater in Covina 
Monday 
night. 


This gigantic machine is in operation 
in both the British and French armies, 
and is a combination of the genius of 
British and American inventors. 
While 
there is nothing new us regards the 
principal of the machinery, it is never­ 
theless a during 
invention. 


The 
caterpillar 
driving 
gear has a 
span of about fifteen feet by three feet 
in 
width. 
The superstructure is all 
steel, ami protects about twenty men in 
its interior. 
It curries four-inch 
gMns 
that 
protrude 
from 
turrets as from a 
miniut lire but t leship. 


The remarkable efficiency is shown in 
the 
travelling of this 
machine 
over 
rough country. 
An urroyo ten feet wide 
does not even cause it to pause. T h e 
long caterpillar swarms over it and pro­ 
ceeds on its way. The machine cannot 
get stuck in any amount of mud. It 
plunges into quagmires, and travels thru 
at the rate of about four miles an hour. 
A huge knife on the front end splits 
down small trees. If climbs over piles 
of 
rocks, 
lips 
through 
barb-wire en­ 
tanglements.

ciency is that of drugging heavy 
guns 
into line, over all kinds of rough terri-

pounds at a time. 
A small gauge on the 
machine shows how much is being usi 
and the liquid is forced by air through 
a tube, underneath the fumigating tent, 
and us it leaves the nozzle it becomes 
a 
spray that 
generates cyanogen gas.

I n s t r u c t i o n s 
regarding mail 
intended 


f o r American soldiers abroad have been 
received by Postmaster Stafford. 
Let- 
t"rs, 
newspapers and parcels may be 
sent, at domestic, rates of postage to 
all soldiers or civilians connected 
with 
the expeditionary 
forces. 


Parcel post packages will be sent at, 
the eighth 
zone rate of 12 cents per 
pound witfi a maximum limit of twenty 
pounds. 
No. C. O. D., insured or regis­ 
tered packages will be handled. 


Money orders will b e sent at domestic 
rates. 


No money or valuables may be sent 
by registered mail. 


The 
domestic 
rate of postage 
will 
apply to all letters from soldiers abroad 
engaged in the war. Such postage may 
be paid by t h e soldier at the field post 
ffice or can be collected from the reci­ 
pient of the letter here. 


In addressing letters to any soldier or 
sailor in the service, Postmaster Staf­ 
ford 
says t h e d e p a r t m e n t 
insists 
that 
t h e name of the regiment and the com­ 
pany be plainly w r i t t e n . 
In the case 
of the local platoon of coast artillery, 
the letters should be addressed at pres­ 
ent to the Second provisional regiment, 
24th company, San Pedro.

es will change entirely shortly, follow 
ing the divisioning and mobilizing. I f 
the regiment and company are plainly 
written, the letters will reach the men 
n any part of the world.
